Defense Sought 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (UPI) — Former President Isabel Peron has 
been offered a woman lawyer to defend her against charges of fraud and misuse 
of public funds. 
Silvia S. Ardoy was named temporarily as one of the public defenders to 
represent Mrs. Peron. The previous public defender asked to be excused from 
handling Mrs. Peron’s case on the grounds that as a judge he once ruled against 
her late husband Juan Peron and could therefore be acused of being partial. 
Several names of private attorneys have been sent to Mrs. Peron, but she has 
not yet reached an agreement with any lawyer. 


Denouncement Urged 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) — The state Republican party chairman is urging 
Democratic officials to denounce Jimmy Carter for disparaging remarks he 
made about President Lyndon B. Johnson. In an interview to be published in the 
November issue of Playboy, Carter characterized Johnson as “lying, cheating 
and distorting the truth.” 
“Where are the voices of our Democratic leaders at a time when a 
distinguished former Democratic president from Texas is insulted by their own 
standard bearer?” Texas Republican Chairman Ray Hutchinson said Wed­ 
nesday. He said it is ironic that Carter’s remarks were made public just days 
before his wife, Rosalynn, is scheduled to tour the LBJ Library with Mrs. 
Johnson.

By CLAY F. RICHARDS 
United Press International 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter 
meet in the first presidential cam­ 
paign debate tonight — a historic 
confrontation that, like the Kennedy-

last response. 
Both heavily rehearsed candidates 
in the bicentennial election feel they 
will gain from the debate. 
Ford hoped to appear confident, 
firm and presidential — an image he 
believes will overcome the lead 
Carter has held all year in nationwide 
polls. 
Carter feels the debates give him 
the best opportunity to prove he is not 
fuzzy on the issues and at the same 
time provide a forum to attack the
